VACUUM TA N K TR O U B LE. 
When foreign matter of some kind 
finds its way into the fuel pipe b e­ 
tween the two sections of the vacuum 
system the result is that the vacuum 
tank is empty in spite of the fact that 
there is plenty of fuel in the main 
tank. 
When this happens fill the float 
chamb er of the carb uretor with gaso­ 
line. which can b e drawn from the 
main tank, and then start the engine. 
The resulting suction will draw out 
the ob struction and permit the system 
to function again. 
This same troub le 
is sometimes caused b y ob struction of 
the small air hole in the filler cap of 
the main fuel tank, which must b e 
kept open to induce atmosphere pres­ 
sure.
